The outpatient clinic sees about 
350-400 clients a month，youths， 
elderly and families. Ja pointed out 
that because of the makeup of the 
Surrounding neighborhood, many of 
their cases jnvolve family-related 
issues.

WASHINGTON 一 Im an exclusive 
interview with the SS 下 Chrozicle， 
Chinese tennis star HuNaexplained 
her reasons for seeking political 
asylum in the US. She said her 
decision was made because of 
Unrelenting pressure to join the 
Communist Party in China，and 
because of her fear of the factional 
struggles within the party. 

Speaking through an interpreter， 
Hu told the Cjpromicje that as she 
became a more and more prominent 
athlete in China，she came under 
increasing pressure to join the 
Communist Party and to ascribe her 
tennis ability to its leadership. 

NOT EASY 

Hu Na's attorney, Edward Lau 
told East/West that the _ decision 
to go public with her case was not 
easy ， “Our original intention 
Was to keep this as low key as pos- 
sible,”he explained,“and there 
Was only limited information 
made available to the press by 
IE 

Lau added that the fact of Hu's 
defection Was first discovered by 
press inquiries about why she had 
not played in a scheduled match 
during the tournament from 
Which she disappeared

Among the adolescent

Noting drug use was merely a 
Symptom，Ja argued,“It all relates 
back to the issue of identity and 
family. FEamilies save their money 
and move into the Suburbs like 
Richmond， If both parents are 
Working,the kids become much more 
Americanized, and they have to deal 
with the dichotomy between family 
traditions and ideals, and what they 
see in School or the media.” 

STRESS 

Ja stated that much of the stress 
andtension among youths stem from 
the values of their peers which 
directly contradict those of their 
parents. “Add on top of that just 
being an adolescent,， and the whole 
thing intensifies， Its ”potentially 
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But, he continued, as Hu?s case 
dragged on, the delay in reaching 
a _ decision and the lack of publici- 
ty began to create doubts about 
the validity of her asylum request. 
“We began to get an adverse Teac- 
tion that the delay in Teaching a 
decision in her case Was because 
the case Was not that strong. 

“We chose at the beginning not 
to publicize her case So as not to 
affect bi-lateral relations between 
the US and China. Unfortunately， 
We got to the point where we had 
to come out to see what we could 
do to educate those iD Congress 
and the Senate who had been call- 
ing us about the case,”the attor- 
ney expblained.… We had to come 
forward in the anterests 98 our 
client,” 

BENEFITS 

Lau told Eust/est that party 
Imembership in China does often 
biing Special benefits and Privi- 
leges but Hu nonetheless wanted 
to avoid membership 

“Most people who join just 
WwWant to be nominal members of 
the party, just to receive the bene- 
fits. They don't want to be put on 
a pedestal, though, and classed as 
a leader and a model for others to 
emulate，he explained. 

Such an elevated status would 
expose Hu Na.to the fierce fac- 
tional strife that exists in the 
Communist Party in China，Lau 
insisted，and 让 was to avoid this 
conflict that Hu sought to avoid 
party Inembership. 

Lau noted that such Promi- 
nent figures are also compelled to 
cite Communist ideology as the 
Teason for their ability and that 让 
Would be difficult for Hu Na to 
avoid this Situation . 

“If we had Hu Na winning 
tournaments in China，but at- 
tributing her victories to the So- 
cialistic line, there would be para- 
doxes that would be very difficult 
to explain,”the attorney noted. 

SIDE-STEP 

She was first -offered party 
membership atthe ageof 17,butwas 
able to Side-step the offer by saying 
She wanted to concentrate on her 
game.“Ididn'tplay such greattennis 
and was not that famous So 工 was 
only asked once,” she told the 
CjhroPicle. “When 工 was 18，I 
became more famous. They asked 
me twice.” 

As she began to emerge as 
China's premiere tennis player, the 
Pressuretojointhepartyincreasedto 
the point where she could no longer 
refuse. It was at this point that she 


beganto contemplate defectingtothe 
US, she recalled. 
NONSENSLE 

The Chinese Counsulate in SF 
denied Hu's allegations，however， 
Consul Gao You-nian told Ecst/ 
est that Hu's charges Were “non- 
Sense” and denied that people 
WerIe pressured to join the Com- 
Inunist Party in China . 

“In China, it is very difficult to 
join the Communist Party,”Gao 
asserted, “She must go through a 
Selection process and her back- 
ground is carefully checked to 
make Stre it is g00d.”Only after 
3a ITigoroUs Selection process is one 
admitted to the party,he noted. 

Hu explained that she wanted to 
avoid joining the Communist Party 
一 often heldto beaspecial privilege 
in China 一 because of the fierce 
factional strife within the party. 

“HI join the party (while) one 
faction is in power, once that faction 
falls out of power . . . 工 would be in 
danger,” explained Hu， “They 
wouldn't let me play tennis and they 
Imight even put me in a factory to do 
hard labor.” 

Consul Gao Said that Hu's fear 
of factional strife within the party 


was also linfounded. “ITI dont 
think this is true.”

Hu recounted the case of one of 
her companions in the Chinese 
tennis camp where he trained who 
was Sentenced to rehabilitation 
through hard labor. His offense was 
losing his temper in a match and 
throwing his racquet to the ground. 

Hu said she was also botheredby 
the insistence by paity o 人 cials that 
she attribute her tennis Prowess to 
“Communist thought.”Her coach 
toldherthat when shelostamatch,it 
was becasuse shehadnotsufficiently 
studied “Marxist-Leninist thought.” 
She rejected these Suggestions 3as 
ridiculous, because， She Said, it -was 
her gandfather who taught her 
tennis. 

In addition，Hu said she was 
criticized in front ofher fellow tennis 
players as being too Westernized， 
because She wore Western clothes 
and wore herhairlong.”“IThey would 
tell everybody never to take me 38 3 
role model,”she recounted. 

Hu also criticized the general 
jack of freedom in China. “In China， 
you have to obey orders from a 
leader . . .youhaveto Say whatthey 
tell you to say.” 

HER OWN 

The tennis player maintained 
that the decision to defect was her 
Own，and her attorneySs deny any 
connection between her defection 
and the Taiwan government. 


Gao questioned this assertion ， 
though. “Perhaps Some other 
people around her asked her to 
Say these things, Gao speculated. 

sheais Ver younc She 
doesn't know English and she has 
no _ friends or Telatives here. 
think others around her convinced 
her to take these actions.” 

WwWne of her attorneySs，Edward 
Lau, is affilitated with the Support 
the Republic of China in USA 
Committee，a pro-Taiwan 
organization with an o 什 ce on 
Stockton Street in SF. Taiwan was 
delighted when Hu defected, viewing 
the defection as an important 
Propaganda Victory over China. 

Now sporting Gloria Vanderbilt 
jeans and high-heeled boots, Hu said 
she spends her days indoors, playing 
Video games, watchingtelevision and 
studying English sporadically. She 
and her attorneys have been 
concerned for her welfare, fearing an 
attemptbythe Chinese to kidnap her 
and forcibly return her to China.“ 工 
Worry about my safety,”she toldthe 
CH7ro1rtcze. 

“Every dayIhaveto stayhome， 
stay in the house. 工 have no freedom 
at all.”Since defecting eight months 
ago0，Hu has been secluded in the 
homes of several Bay Area Chinese 
families. 


SPEEDY 
Ten days ago，however，out of 
frustration with thefailure ofthe INS 
to reach 3a Speedy decision in her 
case, Hu's attorneys decided to end 
her seclusion. Hu and her attorneys

traveled to Washington to lobby 
Support from several Congressmen 
who have taken an interest in her 
case. They hope that Congressional 
pressure WwWill compel the INS to 
reach a favorable decision on her 
Case SOon， 


The tennis stars case has 
Sparked a fight within the State 
Dept.，according to the N T7mzes. 
The Bureau of Human Rights and 
Humanitarian Affairs supports Hu”s 
request. However, the State Dept.'s 
China desk opposes 站. 

The Bureauof Human Rightshas 
Prevailed in the fight，and was 
allowed to issue 3a positive 
recommendation for asylum to the 
JNS. Ihe INS usually follows the 
State Dept's recommendation. But 
the China desk has reportedly 
continued "its opposition to the 
request and has gone outside regular 
channels to urge the INS to turn 让 
down， 


SERIOUS 

The Chinese govermment 
Considers the case to be extremely 
Serious and has Warned that US- 
Chinese relations will suffer 认 Hu2s 
request is granted. The seriousness 
with which the Chinese government 
Views the matter is indicated by the 
fact that Secretary of State George 
Shultz was Specifically asked to 
hasten Hu”s return during Shultz?s 
trip to China in February. 

Shultz was presented with aletter 
by the Tennis Assoc. of China 
questioning whether Hu's decision to 
defect was really her own. 

“Miss Hu Na is one of the top 
tennis players in ouUr country and has 
always ITeceived from the Chinese 
Tennis Assoc. great attention and 
care，Teadtheletter,acopyofwhich 
Was obtained by EasyYJest“HuNa 
is Very young and does not Speak any 
foreign language. Obviously she was 
inveigled to leave the team， 

“WehopethatYour 下 xcellency， 
the Secretary of State，could, from 
the consideration of goodwill 
exchanges between the peoples of 
the US and China，use yoUT 
influence to Swiftly assist the returmn 
of Hu Na to her home,”the letter 
concluded. 

PARENTS 

The Chinese Consulate also 
released a letter from Hu Na's 
parents, dated Jan. 26, urging her to 
returm to China, and expressing their 
concern for her welfare. 

“JIn the past few months, we do 
not knowhowyourhealth is andhow 
you are faring， read the letter. “Our 
whole family is worried by the fact 
that you are in a foreign land and are 
unable to be together with us. 
Missing you， 
suffered many sleepless nights. Your 
mother's health is failing with each 
passing day.” 

Theletteralsomentionedthatthe 
government _ had Shown ”great 
concern for Hu's welfare and that 
Hu's motherhad received a salary 
increase andher sisterhad receiveda 
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your mother has ，

Hu expressed doubts that her 
parents had actually written the 
letter. 

Gao_ maintained that 让 Hu 
were Ieturned to China, she would 
not be persecuted for her asylum 
attempt,“She is Very young, only 
19, and there would be no puni- 
shment,” the consul asserted . 
“She made a mistake，but she 
Would be forgiven . 

“If she returns, she wil be wel- 
comed by her family and the 
Chinese people.She would be able 
to continue playing tennis and 
would be alowed to play in inter- 
national matches again.” 

INS District Director David 
Jlchert said that the publicity Hu 
Na's case has been Teceiving would 
not sway the JINS'S handling of 
the case.“TIt won't affect the case 
in the least.

The decision in Hu's case WwW 记 
have no bearing on other asylum 
requests by Chinese ， citizens. 
“Asylum requests are decided on 
an individual basis,”declared the 
director. 

Jlchert declined to comment 
on the merits of Hu's request for 
asylum，citing INS policy not to 
discuss cases Until decision has 
been reached . 

Lau said that he has no accu- 
Iate idea when the INS will reach 
a_ decision on Hu's case. The INS 
has been telling him that they WwW 记 
reach a _ decision“next week” for 
a few months now, and that he is 
baffled by the delay. Asked if the 
recent publicity might compel the 
INS to reach a decision，Lau Te-

Yet these images represent but a small faction of 
the reality of mental health and those among us who 
may suffter lapses ofthe psychological well-being.

Itmaybeafight with aspouse,lackofrespectfrom 
children,， drug use which has turned into abuse, of a 
deteriorating Work enyvironment. These personssneed 
Someone Who can listen objectively and provide an 
inslght to the problem and its resolution. 

RAMS staff are trained to do just that. With a 
mnultilingual and multicultural sta 仔 RAMS has in the 
past, and certainly will in the future, service the myriad 
needs of the myriad Asian Americanethnicgroups that 
resideinthe Richmond areaofSan Francisco. They can 
provide outpatient care or longterm day care, and can 
do it in Chinese, Vietnamese or a whole host of other 
languages (including several European ones).

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Over 90 
children owe a lot to a 66-year-old 
former administrative aide from 
Vietnam. Thuc Ngo, adignified and 
Soft-sSpoken man，has traded his 
government position in that country 
for one as an immigrant worker for 
the Center for Southeast Refugee 
Resettlement. He has also helped to 
start Weekend classes for youngsters 
雇 the Vietnamese commtunity. 

Every Saturday and Sunday, the 
agency's facilities， located near the 
SF Tenderloin district，resonates 
With the voices of about 90 energetic 
children，ages six to ten， Like so 
many immigrant children before 
them;， they spend what would 
otherwise be free time at School 
learning about their parents” culture 


and history. 
LOSING 

.Thuc，who serves as the general 
Secretary of the Mutual Elderly 
Association which established the 
classes，Tecalled why his group 
decided to devote some of its 
Tesources in the direction of the 

”youngsters. 

“Wefeltthe children were losing 
too much，too fast 一 Vietnamese 
history，Vietnamese language,” he 
explained. The association's school 
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thus Proposes 
Vietnamese history， 
traditions through 


to promote 
culture and 
its organized 


activities. 
了 Xecutive director of the center， 
Michael HHyunh added，“Their 


parents have to go to work, or go and 
learn skills. he children spend sixto 
seven hours at (Western) school. At 
night, they watch TV so they don't 
have much of a chance to speak 
Chinese. (IThe students are ethnic 
Chinese,，Ihuc explained.) 

“The classes help parents， 
Psychologically at least， to 
Understand the behavior of their 
children,” Hyunh asserted,， by 
helping the children maintain some 
of the Vietnamese traditions，Ifthe 
kids are too Americanized,，parents 
can't understand it. The kids learn 
fast, but the parents don't. 

“Wearenottrying to preventthe 
kids from，or Slow their getting into 
the mainstream,” assured the 
director. JInstead，he felt that the 
classes Were helping to soften the 
edges between the generation 


groups. 
ELDERLY 

Another benefit of the weekend 
sessions is the opportunity for the 
youngsters and elderly to interact 
With each other，pointed out Rick 
Ruvolo，Pprogram- director for the 
refugee_ center. “JIt's important to 
remember the elderly . . . They have 
alot ofenergy and they wantto leave 
Something behind (in the children).” 

Four members of the association 
volunteer as teachers for the 
children.“They were teachers in 
Vietnam,”Thuc commented.“They 
RE more exXperience in Vietnamese 
history， language and civic 
education.” 

According to Hyunh， while 
Vietnamese traditions ”may be 
important, there is yet another factor 


that the teachers hope to instill even 


more in their young students: 
discipline. 

“We try to maintain the 
disciplinethatwefeelhasbeenlostin 
the school system . . . Discipline, 
believe，is inissing. Here (in the 
US),” he argued，“children are

really free within the education 
System. This is very different from 
ours (in Vietnam).”He went on to 
assert that this_ difference could 
cre ate “problems at home 
especially on the“family ties which 
are So importanttothe Vietnamese.” 
GOOD IDEA 

The classes try to acquaint the 
children more with the traditional 
beliefs of their parents, and not the 
parents with the Western beliefs now 
being learned and accepted by the 
children. Though neither the center 
nor the association have tried to 
educate “the “parents， 了 Hyunh 
conceded,“That's a good idea.2” 

During the weekend sessions， 
children break up into small groups. 
In addition to reading and writing in 
Vietnamese,they alsosing songs and 
enjoy other activities.“Ihough all 
the kids speak fluent English, many 
did not speak Vietnamese at all,” 
Thuc recalled.“Now，they speak 


Vietnamese fluently，and read and 


Write,”he boasted. 

The children who have been in 
the classes since June 1982，are 
divided into four groups. After one 
year, they can advance to a higher 
level.Aslongasthey arebetweenthe 
ages of six and ten, they can keep 
attending. 

Although there is alot of interest 
in the classes 一 202 children applied 
for the 90 positions 一 the sessions 
operate on 8a precarious financial 


tightrope. 
VAN 


The elderly asSSociation 
contributed money to purchase 3 
Van，Trelated Ruvolo. “But,” he 
confessed,“the money for gas and 
Supplies is difficult to _ get.” 

Because the students parents are 
SO _ happy with their children's 
progress, they Sometimes contribute 
gas money，exclaimed Hyunh. The 
agency director also informed 
asMWJest that the center pays for 
the rent and Supplies. 

Perhaps most amazing is the 
interest of the children. Unlike many 
children who might try to find ways 
to avoid attending school，these 
children wapt to go to the weekend 
SesSions, asserted Thuc. 

“There are times when Some of 
the kids areill,theparents wantthem 
to stay at home, but they want to go 
to _ school,” the elderly volunteer 
declared.“Im surprised they want 
to be there!”he confessed， 加

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New Ambassador from China 
An Experienced Diplomat 


WASHINGTON China's 
new ambassadortothe US arrived in 
the nation's capital this month and 
his outstanding reputation as 8a 
diplomat has been Seen as an 
indication of Beijing's strong desire 
to improve relations with the US， 

Zhang Wenjin arrived here on 
Mar. 4, and was greeted atthe airport 
by assistant Secretary of state for 
East Asia Paul D.，Wolfowtiz， 
considered an unusually high- 
ranking o 人 cial to be greeting a new 
ambassador. 

PHILOSOPHY 

Zhang is the Son of a wealthy 
Beijing family. He is married andthe 
couple has three children. As a 
youth, he studied philosophy at the 
University of Berlin for three years， 
editing a studentrun Communist 
newspaper while there. He studied 
briefly in Moscow before returning 
to “China， where he studied 
engineering at Qinghua University. 

At age 68，Zhang has been 
intimately involved in US-Chinese 
affairs for almost 40 years. He began 
in 1944 as a liaison oficer with the 
“Dixie”mission of US Army and 
Eoreign Service officers in the 
Communist base of Yenan. In 1940， 
he served as an interpreter for Zhou 
En-lai during Gen.， George CC. 
Marshalls attempt to mediate 
between the Nationalists and the 
Communists. 

After the Communist victory in 
1949， Zhang engineered the 
WwWithdrawal of Western diplomats 
and businessmen from Tianjin. In 
1954, Zhang travelled with Zhou to 
the first Geneva conference on 
Jndochina, serving as one of Zhou's 
Principal aides. 

Zhang served as the head of the 
Asian affairs _ department in the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry until 
1966,， when he was sent as China?s 
ambassador to Pakistan. He was 
recalled in 1967 during the Cultural 
Revolution. When the Foreign 
Ministry came under attack by Red 
Guards，Zhang was protected by 
Chou En_lai, However Zhangmade no 
public appearances from 1967 to 
1971. 

ARCHITECTS 

In 1971, Zhang emerged as one 
of the architects of then-Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger s Secrettrip to 


China, to arrange Nixon's historic 
visit in 1972. Zhang was the first 
Chinese official to greet Kissinger as 
he stepped off the plane in 1971. 
In his memoirs， 琵 1zte 瑞 ozxse 
years，Kissinger Spoke highly of 
Zhang's diplomatic Skill and 
acumen， Noting Zhang's “austere 
elegance and understated 
intelligence,”Kissinger wrote “He 
greeted us as 让 it were the most 
naturalthing in the world for a senior 
Chinese diplomat to travel 2,500 
miles to accompany a capitalist 
o 俯 cial to the seat of a government 
that ”proclaimed itself the 
fountainhead of world revolution.” 


Most recently, Zhang worked on 
the 1979 agreement extending 
diplomatic _ recognition to Beijing， 
and on the agreement last August 
pledgingthe USto limit future arms 
sales to Taiwan. 

Zhang will need his extensive 
experience to deal with an agenda 
filled with serious problems between 
the US and China, according to the 
ZL4 7771zes， First and foremost 
remains US arms sales to Taiwan， 
The prolonged lack of progress on 
this issue clouds the entire 
relationship. 

Other major problems include 
the breakdown of negotiations to Set 
quotas on Chinese textile exports to 
the US. After the talks broke down， 
the US unilaterally imposed quotas， 
prompting China to halt future sales 
of US cotton， Soybeans and 
polyester. 

Finally，China has been critical 
of the Slow pace of technology 
transfer from the US，China had 
hoped that such transfers would be 
the centerpiece of US-Chinese 
relations and assist China in its 
modernization “Plans. JInstead， 
Successive US administrations have 
seemed more intent on fostering 
Strategic military ties as the basis of 
US-Chinese cooperation. 

While in the US working on last 
August's Iaiwan arms agreement， 
Zhang commented on his 
perceptions of US-Chinese 
problems.“All our problems seem to 


be difficult，never simple，wtih a 


tendency to grow more difficult, not 
less. 工 hope this is not a law of 
history.” 口

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Ginseng Importer-Exporter  - 
Burk H. Chung Talks Shop 


By PEITER CHAU 


SAN FRANCISCO When 
Burk 了 . Chung, one of America's 
largest ”8ginseng dealers，sits be- 
hind his executive desk， he 
doesn't remain there for long. The 
importer and exporter of these 
Valuable roots is always moving 
around in his unassuming store on 
Washington Street，tending to 
evefy detail in the businesS. 

“My wife Mary and Ihave been 
deeply involved in the gnseng 
business for more than aquarter of a 
century. We are running the 
business, but we are also workers,” 
he explained. Afewminutes later, he 
demonstrated his remarkby showing 
a Worker how to seal 3a ginseng 
container properly. Chung has made 
his way up to the top through hard 
work, and he is still working hard. 

TON 


“In 1957,，my wife started this 
company ”with $500,” Chung 
recalled. Today, the couple runs a 
multi-million dollar business. Their 
Wholly-owned ， Superior ITrading 
Company buys and sells ginseng by 
the ton every year, The retail prices 
of these Precious roots _ average 
several hundred dollars a pound. 

“The rarest and most expensive 
variety is the wild ginseng from 
Changbaishan in China. They cost 
010,000 Hong 玫 ong dollars a 
kilogram (approximately $42,000 a 
pound),”said Chung.“Eortunately 
they are very light. One root would 
cost about $2,000.2 

Ginseng from Changbaishan is， 
of course, cream ofthe cream. Other 
ginseng g&Oown in the wild，even 
though expensive，is not quite as 
Prohibitive. It ranges from 4$200 to 
$800 a pound, depending on size and 
quality. Ginseng cultivated in farms 
costs even less，but still hovers 
around the $100 mark. 

“You can generally tell the 
quality of a ginsengroot by its shape.

According to Chung，the red

Ihe commission oversees all 
fonds allocated to the various transit 
Systems within the Bay Area 一 
including BARI, AC, and MUNI. 
MIC is responsible for nine Bay 
Area counties.“Bill”Chew is the 
only Chinese American 
Commissioner on the 16-member 
board. 


BIGGEST 
Chew statedthatthebiggestissue 
currently confronting the 


commission is the_ allocation of 
transportation funds in the wake of 
Substantial budget cuts. 

“The reduction of funding by 


the State,” explained the 
commissioner，makes it difficult for 
the commission to “completely 


Support all ofthe projects which have 
come before the board. We have to 
reduce in certain areas.” 

“We would like to do all of the 
projects presented，but without the 
Imoney it s just an impossibility,”he 
lamented. “We have to be very 
careful about how we allocate the 
money .that we do have.” Chew 
pointed out that the money that is 
involved in commission decisions 
can range as high as $33 million. 

But while the funding issue is 
indeed pressing, Chew was quick to 
express optimism and confidence in 
the future of California under the 
new _ administration of Governor 


George Deukmejian. 
GOOD JOB 

“Ithinkthatthe governoris going 
to do a good job,”Chew predicted， 
“and that he is going to follow up on 
Some of the things that he has 
Promised.Ithink that California as a 
whbole wil find itself in a completely 
different Picture in a year OF so.” 

The 57-year-old Chew，is the 
father ofthree married daughters and 
resides in Napa with Bertha, his wife 
of 34 years. Born in Oakland in 
1926，Bill Chew is a graduate of 
Oakland Tech High School, and a 
veteran of World War 工 , 

After the war, he spent two years 
at the University of California at 
Berkeley studying geology with a 
Specific interest in China. However， 
Chew felt that he wasn't“applying” 
himself in school at the time，and 
consequently left Cal for a job with 
the federal government. 

Beginning as a shipping clerk in 
1946, Chew:s career with the federal 
government would span over 30 
years 一 most of which was spent in 
the transportation businesSs.

His last 20 years with the 
governiment waSs Spent as the 
transportation manager for a major 
shipping outlet. And upon retiring 
from the federal government，Chew 
Spent 3 year as transportation 
manager for Beringer Wineries. 

In addition to his experience in 
transportation， Chew is also 
certainly no stranger to the political 
arena. He has been actively involved 
in politics and government for the 
Past 13 years.
